Nearly everybody is for the Bill of Rights, but 
not many of us are fully aware of its provisions. 

This is not simply an assumption, but the re¬ 
sults of many surveys. A few years ago, for 
example, persons in many states refused to affix 
their signatures to the Bill of Rights, apparently 
thinking it was a subversive document. 

SINCE THAT time—during the heyday of that 
great American charlatan, Sen. Joseph McCarthy— 
we have slowly reasserted the rights and Constitu¬ 
tional guarantees that were adopted for our protec¬ 
tion 167 years ago. 

Many persons in our society would like to re¬ 
serve the protection of the Bill of Rights only for 
themselves and for those with whom they agree. 
But the Bill of Rights was adopted to guard us all 
—the gambler, the hoodlum, the political misfit and 
the ordinary citizen—from the overwhelming power 
of the state. 

RECENT DECISIONS of the Supreme Court 
have upheld this viewpoint, for which we should all 
be grateful, and it’s also the reason we must be re¬ 
minded periodically of what the Bill of Rights has 
done for us. 

We are being reminded again, during Bill of 
Rights Week, Dec. 9 to Dec. 15. H.W.E.

Rnsliing around the rlock to beat winter rains, crewo are pouring 
millionn of pounds of earth into the danwite of Southern California 
Edison Company’s huge Mammoth Pool project in the High Sierra 
northeast of Fresno. Huge banks of lights, such as those which light 
the Los Angeles Coliseum for night games, flood this natural amphi¬ 
theater to give drivers near daylight visibility to guide their giant 
earth haulers into the pit. Mammoth Pool will add an estimated 
150,000 kilowatts to the Edison system to meet growing needs of 
Southern and Central California. In addition, the project will serve 
as an added control on the San Joaquin River and prevent destmetive 
rampages. Also, a new lake. Mammoth Reservoir, will be created.

Cooky Bouquet Adds To Spirit of Christmas

The home of Mrs. James P. 
(Marilyn Spe-er at 1120 
Hastings Ranch Dr., always 
has the bouquet of baked 
goods this time of year. Mrs. 
Speer thoroughiy enjoys pre¬ 
paring beautiful gifts of her 
handiw'ork for her many 
friends as Christmas remem¬ 
brances. I prevailed upon 
her to take time out to give 
me a few of her favorites 
for this season. 

Although this recipe may 
seem complicated, it is not, 
and guarantees a result that 
will bring a little of grand¬ 
mother's day back into the 
house. 

FILLED MINCE MEAT 
COOKIES 

V 2 cup butter or 
shortening 

Va tsp. vanilla 
3 tsp. baking powder 

Va cup milk 

i/a large jar mince meat 
1 egg 

2 V 2 cups sifted Hour 

1/2 tsp. salt 

1 cup chopped walnuts 

Cream shortening and su¬ 
gar; add egg and vanilla 
and beat vigorously until 
smooth. Measure sifted flour 


and add baking powder and 
salt. Sift together again and 
add to egg mixture alter- 
nateiy with milk. To the 
mince meat add slightly 
floured walnuts and stir. Roll 
dough on a slightly floured 
board to % inch thickness. 
Cut in rounds with a 2-inch 
cooky cutter or glass. Wet 
edges of dough rounds. 
Place 1 tsp. mince meat mix¬ 
ture in center and press 
edges firmly together mak¬ 
ing a half moon. Place on a 
greased baking sheet. Bake 
in a preheated 400°F. oven 
for about 10 minutes. Yield 
— 3 I 2 dozen. 

HERE IS a slightly differ¬ 
ent variation on the ever 
popular almond cookies: 

-ALMOND DISCS 

V 2 lb. butter 
2 cups flour 
1 tsp. almond extract 
4 level tbs. sugar 
1 cup shaved blanched 
almonds 
Pinch of salt 

Cream butter and sugar to- 
gether. Add flour, nuts, salt, 
and almond extract. (You 
can used sliced almonds 
that come in a bag or al¬ 
monds already prepared in a 
can.) 

Pat this dough in your 


hands into small rounds 
about the size of a-50 - cent 
piece and about 14 inch 
thick. Bake them at 350°F. 
for about 15 to 20 minutes. 
Take care that they do not 
get browm. Remove from 
oven and when almost cool 
roll in sifted powdered su¬ 
gar. 

THE FOLLOWING recipe 
is a little expensive to pre¬ 
pare, but what a cooky! 

ALMOND PASTE 
MACAROONS 
1 lb. almond paste 
13/4 cups sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla extract 
Almond slivers for 
garnish 

6 unbeaetn egg whites 
1 tsp. almond extract 
Pinch of salt 

Combine almond paste 
(this may be purchased at 
the better food markets) and 
sugar. Mix thoroughly 
breaking up lumps with 
food chopper or kneading if 
necessary. Add almond paste 
and .sugar mixture to egg 
whites in sauce pan. Cook 
over moderate heat, stirring 
constantly. Do not let mix¬ 
ture come to boil. (.Actual 
cooking time is approximate¬ 
ly 8 to 10 minutes.) A good 


test is to pull a path 
through the batter with a 
spoon, and when path stays 
clear for a short while the 
batter has reached the right 
stage of thickness. 

Remove paste from heat. 
Stir in extracts, and drop in 
little mounds from a tea¬ 
spoon onto a slightly greased 
and floured cooky sheet. 
Garnish wdth almond slivers. 
Allow cookies to stand at 
room temperature for about 
one hour before baking. 

Bake in a preheated 300° F. 
oven for 20 to 25 minutes. 
Remove from cooky sheet 
immediately. 

No Christmas would be 
complete without at least 
one batch of: 

GUM DROP COOKIES 
With an electric beater 
beat until soft and creamy: 
1/2 cup shortening 
V 2 cup white sugar 
Vz cup browm sugar 
I tsp. vanilla 
Sift before measuring 1 
cup flour. Resift with: 

1/2 tsp. baking soda 
Vs tsp. salt 

1/2 tsp. baking powder 
Sprinkle 14 flour mixture 
over the following: 

1/2 cup grated cocoonut 
or chopped nuts 


Vz cup small gum drops 
1 cup uncooked quick¬ 
cooking oatmeal 

Beat the sifted ingredi¬ 
ents into the butter mixture 
in two parts alternately with 
1 beaten egg. 

Stir in the oatmeal, gum 
drops and cocoanut mixture. 
Pinch off small pieces of 
dough. Roll them into one- 
inch balls. Flatten them 
with a spatula dipped in 
milk. Bake the cookies in a 
moderate oven or 3.50°F. for 
about 10 minutes,

Obviously, he 
bears a striking resemblance 
to the Pacific white sea bass. 

But unlike his Pacific Ocean 
relatives, the totuava at full 
growth attains a size in ex¬ 
cess of 200 pounds.

SACRAMENTO — (CNS)— 
Traffic crossing California’s 
borders showed gains in No¬ 
vember from a year ago in 
all categories but bus travel, 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture reported. 

During November, 779,687 
persons in 163,532 California 
automobiles and 118,287 out 
of state vehicles, and 3,250 
buses passed the 17 border 
quarantine stations in oper¬ 
ation during winter months.
